AUTOPSY REVEALS FOUR BULLET HOLES IN VICTIM'S HEAD & UPPER BODY 
Sls essences 


Flba man’s body found in field along side AL Hwy. 87S

Shortly after 12:00 noon Monday, 
the Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment recevied a call that a body had 
been found along side AL Hwy, 87. 

Deputies responding to the call 
found a man’s body lying in a field 
approximately 35 to 40 feet off the 
highway. 

The location of the body was ap- 
proximately 14 miles south of Elba 
in the Fairview Community, 

Due to the body being in a de- 
composed state, it was determined 
by authorities that the man had been 
dead for several days. 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
Stated that a billfold containing an 
Alabama Driver's License was 
found near the body, but due to the 
state of the body, a positive visual 
identification could not be made. 

Sheriff Paul, while at the scene, 
said, “At this point, we definitely 


suspect foul play until we can deter- 
mine the cause of death. 

“We are presently working on 
identifying the dead man and finding 
out background information such as 
when he was last seen and by 
whom.” 

Tuesday morning personnel with 
the Alabama Department of Forensic 
Scienees positively identified the 
man’s body as being that of Jackie 
Morris. 

The autopsy further revealed that 
Morris had been shot four times, 
twice in the head and twice in the 
upper body area. It appeared that the 
wounds were made by a small cali- 
ber weapon. 

Morris was 39 years old and re- 
sided at 824 N. Troy Highway in 
Elba. He was employed as a cook at 
Larry’s Barbeque in Daleville. 

According to reports, Morris was 
last seen Sunday night, March 13th, 
at his residence in Elba. 

The body was discovered Mon- 


day when a farm employee passed 
the scene on a tractor and sensed an 
awful odor, Looking in the general 
direction of the ordor's origin, he 
thought he saw a dead hog. 

The man reported what he saw 
and smelled to his employer, Ellis 
Wise. 

Wise thought that it might have 
been one of his hogs struck and 
killed by an automobile. So, after 
lunch, he went to investigate further. 
Upon doing so, the man’s body was 


discovered and a call was made to | 


the sheriffs department. 
The investigation into Morris’ 


death is being conducted by the Cof- i 


fee County Sheriff's Department 


District Attorney’s Office, Elba Po- 
lice Department, and the Department 
of Forensic Sciences.

Elba Mayor & Council remain at odds

A special council meeting of the 
Elba city council was held Wednes- 
day night, March 16th. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood _ had 
called the meeting because of an im- 
passe Over a newly passed check 
signing ordinance. The ordinance 
approved by the council, with only 
Haywood dissenting, required a city 
council member to sign with either 
the mayor or city clerk. 

Haywood said he wouldn’t be 
signing any more checks. Opera- 
tions Officer Henry Clark had writ- 
ten the council that he didn’t have 
the time to continue as acting City 
Clerk. This left no one to legally co- 
sign any purchase orders or checks 
(including pay checks) effective 
Thursday morning. 

The comments made during the 
discussion on the matter could be 
summed up as “venting of frustra- 
tions and/or anger” as council mem- 
bers and Haywood discussed the 
matter at length before reaching a 
temporary solution, 

Haywood said Alabama law 
doesn’t require the mayor sign 
checks and he wasn’t going to do so. 

Brunson said, “Let me get this 
straight. You are refusing to sign.” 
He added, “I hate to see these games 
being played. I don’t consider this a 

game.” ' 


Council member Earl McCol- 
lough asked for a 10 minute recess 
and Haywood initially refused. 
Brunson then moved for a recess and 
Sharpless quickly seconded the mo- 
tion. Haywood again said no, but 
changed and told them to go ahead 
and take their recess, 

After the recess Haywood asked 
McCollough, “Earl did you solve 
anything while we were on recess.” 

McCollough then asked Clark if 
he would accept the temporary posi- 
tion of city clerk for the next two or 
three weeks. 

Clark did agreed to continue sign- 
ing both the purchase orders and the 
cheeks, but only for the next four 
wecks. He said he was doing this for 
the people who work for the city and 
to allow the council time to find a 
city clerk. 

The discussion had started with 
Haywood calling on several city de- 
partment heads who might want to 
question the council on the new pro- 
cedure. 

Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers pre- 
sented a prepared statement ex- 
pressing concern over repairs to 
emergency vehicles during off 
hours. When asked how he had been 
handling this type problem, Driggers 
explained they made any emergency 
repairs and got purchase orders after 
city hall opened. 

Council member Bill Brunson ex- 
plained that the new ordinance 
wouldn’t change this in any manner. 


Elba W&E Board proceeds 
with Hwy. 125 water project

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
monthly bills totaled $25,000 for the 
past month, This included the cost 
of replacing the transformers at the 
hospital and the final payment on 
the annual financial audit. 

The Board members voted to 
proceed with the engineering of the 
new water line to supply the rural 
water system being installed along 
the Brundidge Highway (Al #125). 

The new system will furnish wa- 
ter to residents from the Elba city 
limits to the new Coffee County 
landfill, It is being funded by a grant 
received by the county commission 
after water samples indicated many 
wells in the area showed contamina- 
tion before the new landfill became 


Operational. 

Electric Supervisor Jeff Puckett 
reported power outages are at a min- 
imum because of extensive tree 
triming along right-of-ways. 

Puckett reported the department 
is continuing the program of chang- 
ing out defective light poles, 

The cost of setting a security 
light on private property will in- 
crease from $50 to $80 akan setting 
a new pole is required, Puckett rec- 
ommended this, noting the 30 foot 
poles being used cost $80 each, 
Property owners can still have this 
installation charge added to their 
utility bill over a two year period if 
desired. 

Board members delayed any ac- 
tion on a request from Puckett to se- 
cure bids on a new bucket truck, He- 
wanted to replace the present 
vehicle which is 14 years old.

School board adopts disease policy

The March meeting of the Elba 
City School Board was highlighted 
by the adoption of 18 pages of pol- 
icies dealing with communicable dis- 
ease in the schools. 

The policy deals with both stu- 
dents and staff and sets guidelines 
for dealing with communicable dis- 
eases that are known not to be 
spread by casual contact (AIDS, 
Hepatitis B, etc.) 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
told board members the new policy 
wasn’t designed to exclude students 
with these diseases from school. 
The policy adopts recommendations 
from medical experts and others to 
insure fairness and reasonable safety 
to all concerned, 

It is designed to protect the in- 
dividual’s rights and hopefully give 
the staff members guidance in deal- 
ing with the problems relating to the 
matter, Pearce stressed. 

A Review Panel will be es- 
tablished to deal with such cases on 
an individual basis. The policy spe- 
cifically says that the students with 
Human Immunodeficiency Virus 
(HIV) should be allowed to attend 
school. Such communicable discases 
not known to be spread by casual 
contact will be addressed on a case 
by case basis by the review panel. 

The new policy, as previous 
school policies, has provisions for 
excluding students or employees 
who have highly contagious dis- 
eases, either primary or secondary. 

The panel will consist of (a) the 
physician treating the individual (b) 
a health official from the Coffee 
County Health Department (c) an ap- 
proved child/employce advocate (d) 
a school representative familiar with 


the child’s behavior in the school 
setting or the employee’s work situa- 
tion (¢) either the parent of the child, 
student if over 18, employee, or their 
representative and (f) a district ad 
ministrator other than the super- 
intendent or assistant superintendent. 

The superintendent will not be a 
part of the panel, and will only be 
present during testimony. The super- 
intendent will not be present during 
deliberations on “Proposal for De- 
cision” on particular cases. 

There are consent papers to be 
signed by the infected person and/or 
parent dealing with the release of in 
formation. Any information pre- 
sented to the panel is confidential 
and can only be released on a “need 
to know basis.” 

A decision by the review panel 
may be vetoed by the super- 
intendent, 

If either the review panel decision 
or the decision of the superintendent 
is considered unfair by the parent or 
employee, they may request a re- 
hearing. If problems continue, the 
matter may be appealed to the school 
board. 

There are some variations to the 
above guidelines if the student in- 
volved is a special education student. 

The policy sets routine pro- 
cedures for staff members on sanita- 
tion and hygiene when handling 
body fluids. 

In other business the council 
heard reports on the progress of in- 
stalling playground equipment at the 
elementary school; April’s parent's 
night at Elba High School; funding 
for the 1994-95 school year; the Tay- 
lor Mill Road access road and bridge 
Status; a forestry grant of matching 
funds to landscape school property 
and officially named the street from 
Highway 84, Tiger Drive, as sug- 


gested last year by the majority ol 
the students. This name was already 
being used, but had never been ol 
ficially declared. 

A review of the financial stau 
ment showed a continuing drop in 
the general fund balance. Pearce re 
minded board members he had cau- 
tioned them about this last fall. He 
added that the drop would continue 
for the balance of the fiscal year, but 
should level off next year if the city 
council follows through with a plan 
to earmark half of a ene cent sales 
tax to the schools

tribution of a controlled substance

The arrest came as a result of an 
undercover operation conducted ear- 
lier in the year. Several Elba resi- 
dents hayre already been arrested for 
the same offense. 

According to the District Attor- 
ney's Office, a motion to certify the 
youth to stand trial as an adult will 
be filed in the proper court. 

Unlawful distribution on a con- 
trolled substance is a Class B felony 
punishable from two to twenty years 
in the the state penitentiary, 

The juvenile was released to the 
custody of his parents, 

Elba police are continuing the in 
vestigation and more arrests are ¢ 
pected,

Alabama is among a shrink 
ing group of states that do not 
allow their citizens the powers 
of Initiative and Referendum 
Known as [&R, this process 
provides a means for the Cit- 
izens Of a state to place pro 


posed laws and constitutional 
amendments on a state-wide 
ballot to be decided by a vote 
of the people, Implementation 
of these powers will require 
adoption of a constitutional 
amendment, and the Alabama 
Legislature has two versions 
awaiting their approval. 


Several groups have an- 
nounced their support for 
House Bill 339 and the ac- 


companying bill in the Senate, 
Bill 55. The authors of this 
amendment took a new ap- 
proach. Rather than introducing 
slightly modified versions of a 
similar bill that has failed year 
after year, the sponsors started 
from scratch, did their home- 
work, and came up with an 
amendment that is functional, 
yet requires the sponsors of in- 
itiative proposals to be re- 
sponsible. 

The most important feature 
of the proposed amendment is a 
section that requires that all in- 
itiative proposals be submitted

) the Secretary of State before 
the sponsors collect signatures 
The Secretary of State, At 
torney General, Legislative Fis 
cal Office, and Legislative Ref- 
erence Services would review 
proposals independently and 
prepare comments regarding 
the proposals. The Secretary of 
State would determine whether 
or not each proposal fell within 
the types of proposals allowed 


by the amendment. The A\t- 
tomey General would de- 
termine whether or not cach 


proposal complies with the Al 
abama Constitution, Legislative 
Reference Services would de- 
termine if cach proposal is 
properly constructed to stand as 
a law within Alabama. The 
Legislative Fiscal Office would 
determine the cost of each pro- 
posal to the citizens of Al- 
abama. These steps would 
greatly reduce the number of 
lawsuits filed by sponsors and 
opponents of proposals.

retary of State (or the courts) 
must decide which versions of 
the petitions will be accepted, 
and the people who sign the pe 
litions are often misled re 
garding the true nature of the 
proposals. 

The amendment is further 
strengthened by the fact that it 
requires the sponsors to include 
revenue (tax) increases if thei 
proposals will generate a sig- 
nificant amount ol CX- 
penditures, If a proposal will 
cost the people of Alabama 
more than two tenths of one 
percent of the general fund 
(currently $1,700,000) the pro- 
posal must provide revenue to 
offset those expenditures. This 
is very important due to the fact 
that some proposals are very 
popular yet very expensive. 

As an example, if a proposal 
was placed on the ballot to pro- 
vide free annual checkups for 
school-age children, it would 
have a very good chance of 
passing a vote of the people If a 
bill similar to this one passed 
without providing for the fund- 
ing to pay for it, the Legislature 
would be in a position where 
they would have to take fund- 
ing from another program to 
implement the new program. 
But the sponsors of House Bill 
339 and Senate Bill 55 have 
written the bill so that a meas- 
ure would have to be re- 


sponsibly written and raise tax- 
es if it raised spending 

The powers of Initiative and 
Referendum are the greatest 
form of government reform that 
we can give the citizens of Al- 
abama. We are all familiar with 
issues that have lingered for 
years without being addressed 
by the Legislature. And we 
have all seen some bills move 
to the top of the Legislature cal- 
endar due to the influence of 
special interest groups that 
make large contributions to the 
election funds of our State Leg- 
islators. 

‘The fact that 1994 is an elec- 
tion year offers us an op- 
portunity to force the Leg- 
islature to implement Initiative 
and Referendum. But even 
though that makes it easier for 
us to remind the members of 
the Legislature that they work 
for us, it is by no means an casy 
battle. The difference this year 
is the fact that United We Stand 
America - Alabama is involved 
in the effort. This is the first 
time that a State-wide organiza- 
tion has been involved that has 
members in every State House 
district in Alabama. We have 
found that the only way [&R is 
going to pass is if enough peo- 
ple force their Legislators to 
vote for it. They have the pow- 
er, and for us to get it back, we 
have to reach out and take it.

Before our modern day depen 
dence upon the automobile, people 
who only had a couple of miles or so 
to go never considered going to the 
trouble to hitch up mules or horses 
to a wagon or buggy. They used 


what in those days were called 
“Shank’s Mares”, meaning they 
walked. I assume that some man 


named Shank called his legs that 

Jacob Granville Till’s home was 
not but about | block from the rail 
road so he walked there and down 
the track southward about 1/2 mile 
to his cotton warehouse. I never 
knew whether he built it or bought it. 
It is still there. This building is just 
south of the Railroad Depot build- 
ing. It is about 75 feet wide and 300 
feet long. It was built near enough to 
the railroad that two large sliding 
doors from the warehouse lead out to 
heavy wooden platforms that went 
out as close to the railroad boxcars 
as possible, A metal piece strong and 
wide enough to carry a pair of hand 
trucks loaded with a 500 pound bale 
of cotton could be rolled from the 
warchouse and loaded until you had 
a boxcar full of cotton. Greenville 
was one of the fortunate towns locat- 
ed on the “Main Line”, That was the 
only means of long distance trans- 
portation in mass form. The trains 
went from up North down through 
Nashville, Tennessee, a major rail- 
road city, Birmingham, Montgom- 
ery, Greenville, and the best of all 
for cotton, it went to the seaport cit- 
ies of Mobile and New Orleans. 
Much of our cotton was sold to Eu- 
ropean markets. 

Jake Till had a bird dog named 
Max that went with him everyday 
from his home to the warehouse. In 
the fall of the year, he would take his 
double barre! shotgun and he and 
Max would walk down the tracks 
and shoot enough quail for supper. 

I would think that Jake Till start- 
ed that business in about 1886. I 
have always been intrigued by a 
smart business move he made. On 
the south end of the warehouse he 
had a two story section built. It is 
about 20 feet wide with a brick wall 
in the center extending about 4 fect 
from each wall. In the middle are 
double fireplaces, downstairs and 
upstairs. An inside water well was 
dug into the clay. It was walled in- 
side with brick. The reason for this I 
will explain.

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Local Officials Acknowledge Problems

State officials have been wres- 

tling for months with how to fund re- 
form for Alabama's local school sys- 
tems, but Elba City and Coffee 
County school administrators al- 
ready have an idea of what their 
schools need. 

“There needs to be some reform,” 
said Charles Clark, Elba High 
School principal. “The big thing here 
is staffing for special education, We 
need more college training for teach- 
ers in this field,’ 

Many state and school systems do 
not have the proper funding to ac- 
complish their goals. Governor Jim 
Folsom has introduced a funding 
mechanism for reform that calls for 
an increase in property taxes. It 
would require a property tax to in- 
crease to 20 mills, plus an additional 
15 mill payment from other sources 
of revenue. 

“I’m in favor of raising taxes to 
support education,” Clark said, 

Coffee County Superintendent 
Clayton Bryant said he also supports 
increasing funding for schools. He 
said local schools are in need of 
building programs, new buses and 
more arts in the classroom. He said a 
major problem that needs to be ad- 
dressed is reducing the student-to- 
teacher ratio. But, he said it would 
be tough to pass a funding measure 
that calls for a property tax increase. 

“There are many opposed to tax- 
es, and there are more opposed to 
property taxes,” he said, “I think 
there would be more reception to an- 
other type of tax.” 

Bryant said education funding for 
the county is not as much a problem 
as it is in other areas due to the 17 
mills of property taxes and 10 mills 
of equivalent taxes generated. 

Senator Don Hale, R-Cullman, 
said Alabamians traditionally have 
not favored property taxes. He said 
funding is hard to talk about, espe- 
cially talk of raising taxes during an 
election year. 

“Citizens tend to think there is a 
scheme to distribute wealth,” he 
said. 

Representative Jimmy Holley, D- 
Elba, said the Elba and Enterprise 
school systems have been well fund- 
ed, but there is always room for im- 
provement. However, he said citi- 
zens of his district would not vote 
for the governor’s funding plan be- 
cause it puts the brunt of the taxes on 
only a segment of the population. 

“They won’t go for the funding 
mechanism,” he said. “They don’t 
want landowners to pay more.” 

Sen. Crum Foshee, D-Andalusia, 
said residents do not know much 
about the education reform efforts, 
but he said raising taxes will not go 


over well. He said in a previous vote 
to raise taxes, 68 percent of the vot- 
ers voted the measure down. 
Democratic gubernatorial candi- 
date Paul Hubbert said Gov. Fol- 
som’s funding package will have a 
hard time passing in the legislature 
because citizens have a strong dis-

Che Vat the #1 qu rback heading into the spring game and 
showed signs of the obvious skills he possesses as he led his Gold team to 
a 14-6 win, Vaughan has the size (6'4", 200) to hold his own with just 
about any defensive lineman, as much speed as any player on the field 
and the athletic ability to be one of the best ever at the position. For Vau- 
ghan to reach his potential; however, he must get experience and dedicate 
himself to having a solid off-season program. Chris Hudson was the QB 
on the Black team and was steady throughout the game.

A Historic Black In The 
Arts... Josephine Baker 1906-1975 


Certainly one of the most colorful 


entertainers and controversial per- | 


sonalities of all time was dancer and 
singer, Josephine Baker. Her temp- 
tress style and flair for the unusual 
made her a legend. Wearing her 
Blackness with a special pride, she 
pioneered by performing in famous 
nightspots--thereby shattering that 
racial barrier, 

Josephine Baker was born in St

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Commission wants fence removed from road |

The main topics of discussion at 
Monday's meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission were roads, re- 
quests & resolutions, 

A long-winded “debate” devel- 
oped when Doug Dalrymple ap- 
peared before the commissioners 
asking that a fence be removed from 
a county road. 

According to Mr. Dalrymple, a 
fence has been erected on Co. Rd. 
720 blocking passage on the road- 
way. The fence has been there for 
approximately one (1) month, 

The road in question is located in 
the ML. Pleasant Community just off 
AL Hwy. 27 south of Enterprise. 

Supposedly, the fence was erect- 
ed by members of the Powell Estate 
who own property adjoining the 
roadway on both sides. 

Dalrymple showed pictures to the 
commission members showing the 
fence on the roadway and presented 
them with maps showing that the 
road was and still is used for public 
travel. 

There was no evidence brought 
before the commission showing that 
the road had ever been “closed” to 
public travel. 

County Engineer Mark Pool 
pointed out to members of the com- 
mission that there is a difference be- 
tween a road being a public road and 
one being maintained by the county 
highway department. 

He said that a road can be open 
for public use and not necessarily be 
maintained by the county. 

The complainant, Dalrymple, told 


commissioners that he was not ask- 
ing that the road be maintained but 
that it not be blocked, 

Dalrymple stated that he, along 
with Mr, Bob Helms and others, had 
used the road to gain access to land 
cither owned or rented. Since the 
fence has been erected, they can no 
longer get to their property. 

Commissioners asked the County 
Attorney Mark Fuller, who was 
present at the meeting, for an opin- 
ion concerning the matter. 

He told them that if the road was 
still open to the public, they had two 
options: one, they could take crimi- 
nal action against those erecting the 
fence or two, they could get an in- 
junction from the courts requiring 
that the fence be removed from the 
roadway. 

After several minutes of more dis- 
cussion, the commissioners voted to 
ask the Powell Estate, by a letter 
from the county attomey, to remove 
the fence blocking Co, Rd. 720. 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness, Pool asked that bid requests be 
sent out for two pieces of equipment 
- a front-end loader and a spreader to 
be used in paving roads. 

He noted that the highway depart- 
ment had approximately $76,000 re- 
maining in the budget for the pur- 
chase of new equipment, 

Also, the recent sell of surplus 
equipment had netted the county ap- 
proximately $17,400. 

Commissioners agreed to send 
out bids requesting lease-purchase 
prices on the two pieces of equip- 
ment. 

A request from the District Attor- 
ney’s office that the commission pay 
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for the cleaning of the Enterprise ol- 
fice was denied. The DA is currently 
paying $50 per month for cleaning 
services, 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made a request in the form of a mo- 
tion in Monday’s meeting, 

His motion was that work be 
scheduled to bring ALL county 
buildings up to handicapped accessi- 
ble standards. 

The county maintenance crew is 
presently working on the health de- 
partment addition and this work 
would begin after it is finished, 

After much discussion, the mo- 
tion passed by a 4 to 3 vote. Com- 
missioners Sid Averett, Bernest 
Brooks, and Jack Hanson voted 
against the motion. 

The federal government has man- 
dated that all public buildings be 
made accessible to handicapped per- 
sons by January 26, 1995. 

A claim is presently before the 
commission that the Enterprise 
Courthouse is not readily accessible 
to handicapped persons. 

The claim points out that the 
courtrooms on the third floor are 
only accessible to the handicapped 
by an clevator. It was pointed out in 
Monday’s meeting that the same 
holds true for the Elba Courthouse. 

It was also noted that the eleva- 
tors were installed in both courthous- 
es, Elba and Enterprise, to make the 
courtrooms more accessible to the 
elderly and the handicapped. 

The county could possibly face a 
daily fine of up to $1,000 for not 
complying with the federal law. 

Resolutions were signed Monday 
enabling the Landfill Water Project 


sheriff Brice Paul resigns office 


Effective May 1, 1994 at 12:01 
a.m., Brice Paul will no longer be 
Sheriff of Coffee County. 

In a press conference called Tues- 
day afternoon, Sheriff Paul told rep- 
resentatives of the news media that 
he met with Governor Jim Folsom 
on Thursday, March 24th, and pre- 
sented him with his resignation. 

“T have accepted a position with 
Talton Telecommunications of Sel- 
ma,” Paul said. “I will be working in 
a sales position for Talton’s Ala- 
bama Jail Phone Division.” 

Paul told reporters that he would 
be working with sheriffs, police 
chiefs, and jail administrators across 
the State of Alabama, but that he 
will continue to reside in Enterprise. 

“My resignation was a business 
related decision based on a personal 


decision that my family concurred 
with,” said Paul. 

According to Alabama Law, 
when the sheriff resigns or is unable 
to fulfill the duties of his or her of- 
fice, the coroner automatically be- 
comes sheriff until the Governor can 
make an appointment. 

In Coffee County’s case, there are 
two coroners - one for the Elba divi- 
sion being Bobby Baker and one for 
the Enterprise Division who is Tim 
Whitehead. 

Whitehead was recently appoint- 
ed to serve the remainder of the late 
Gordon C, Lueck’s term as Coroner 
of Coffee County-Enterprise Divi- 
sion 

When asked if he (Paul) made a 
recommendation to the Governor on 
a person to fill his position, his re-

The candidate is a past president 
of the Elba Jaycees; a member of the 
Elba Chamber of Commerce; is ac- 
tive in the South Alabama Refrigera- 
tion Service Engineers Society, 
which he serves as education chair- 
man, He also is a national regional 
director for the organization. : 

Spicer is a graduate of Elba High 
School, Dou MacArthur State 
Technical College, Enterprise State 
Junior College and Athens State, 
where he earned a bachelor’s degree 
in vocational and technical educa- 
tion. 

The couple is also active in the 
First Baptist Church of Elba,

“TI did a lot of soul searching and 
thinking, but I finally got back to the 
point that this was a good business 
Opportunity for me, Paul said. 

“So, I made my decision based on 
- at this time - what’s best for Brice 
Paul and his family, That’s why I’m 
going to resign.” 

Brice Paul has been Sheriff of 
Coffee County since he was appoint- 
ed to the office in March of 1979, 

Governor Fob James appointed 
Paul shortly after Sheriff Neil Grant- 
ham was murdered. 

Sheriff Paul was elected to three 
consecutive terms after serving the 
peruaindss of Grantham’s term in of-

Council hears cost cutting measures

The Elba City Council heard re- 
ports Monday night from department 
heads on cost cutting actions taken 
in their respective departments. 

Water Department head Dennis 
Coleman was the first to report and 
also told of the most sweeping 
changes. 

There are six employees in addi- 
tion to Coleman maintaining water 
wells, sewer pump stations and re- 
pairing water leaks, They also take 
tie water and sewer test required by 
the endless list of government agen- 
cies trying to protect the public and 
the environment. 

Coleman noted that previously 
the department logged 10 hours of 
overtime every weekend. This has 
been eliminated by having two em- 
ployees doing regular work on the 
weckends, rather than during week- 
days. These employees are then off 
sometime during the weck. Also all 
calls after duty hours are screened by 
himself or Operations Officer Henry 
Clark. They visually check each 
problem before calling out a repair 
crew. These changes will save the 
Water and Electric Department, and 
indirectly the City of Elba, an es- 


timated $17,000 per year, Coleman 
said. 

Coleman also explained that he 
gets at least three prices before re- 
questing a purchase order on any 
needed parts. 

The police department is oper- 
ating in a manner that will keep 
overtime nonexistent or to a bare 


‘minimum, Chief Jack Parker told the 


council members. He explained how 
shifts are set up, with supervisors 
and investigators filling in on patrol 
at times. 

The department has parked one 
investigator car and one patrol car. 
The two are older vehicles and will 
only be used as back up units. 

The department is also using the 
two bicycles purchased recently. 
Parker said they work well in the 
business area and the officer can 
move faster than a person on foot. 

Acting Street Superintendent Bil- 
ly Meek reports that department has 
cut from 10 employees to eight. 
They have also cut out sweeping the 
Streets at night. they are keeping the 
overtime to a minimum. 

Meek said he would like for the 
council to look at street department 
salaries in comparison with other 
city employees. He said he knew 
funds were tight, but felt the em- 


Ellis enters Senate race 


Alabama State Auditor and Enter- 
prise resident, Terry Ellis, an- 
nounced today that he is stepping 
down as State Auditor after one term 
in order to mun for the State Senate in 
District 31. “I am stepping down af- 
ter one term in order to give our area 
a chance to have a representative in 
the State Senate who believes like 
we do,” Ellis said. 

Since taking office in 1991 Ellis 
has stood consistently against tax in- 
creases by the Alabama Legislature. 
In 1991 and 1992 he prepared legis- 
lative testimony calling for “spend- 
ing reform before raising taxes with 
tax reform,” In the early spring of 
1993, when other elected officials 
appeared together at Alabama’s capi- 
tol in support of the proposed federal 
tax package, Ellis opposed it by say- 
ing it would devastate Alabama’s tax 
mechanism, raise electric rates, and 
drive State budgets deeper into pro- 
ration. Shortly thereafter, the energy 
tax was eliminated and the income 
tax increase provisions were adjust- 
ed 


Ellis states that his reputation for 
being independent from the special 
interest groups has allowed him to 
take an active roll in making full dis- 
closure of the spending of public 
money and opposing the recent at- 
templs to raise taxes, “I have always 
remained independent from the spe- 
cial intereés SrOUnS of our State who 
have drained the public treasury to 
the point where citizens have be- 
come outraged by the way our gov- 
ernment is run, This must end! 
These groups must learn that taxing 
our prosperity is not an alternative to 
good management,” Ellis said, 

Ellis refers to there being many 
“spin doctors” in our state's capitol, 
“Spin doctors,” he says, “are the

ployees deserved more money. 

Electric supervisor Jeff Puckett 
explained there were six employees, 
including him in the electric de- 
partment. He said they have been 
cutting a lot of tree limbs since he ar- 
rived several months ago and this is 
saving a lot of overtime. He noted 
that tree limbs get into electric lines 
and stop the flow of electric current 
... That is the only thing we have to 
sell.” It also causes overtime when 
one or two servicemen are called out 
to make repairs. 

McArthur Reed is supervisor of 
the repair shop. He said they have 
cut down on buying parts and are 
trying to get the cheapest. Reed ac- 
knowledged that the vehicles are 
pretty well worn. He explained they 
often go to junk yards when they can 
because the vehicle is not worth 
spending a lot of money on. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough said he appreciated the de- 
partment heads efforts, He asked the 
Mayor Ricky Haywood how he was 
planning any cuts in the department 
he heads here at city hall, 

Haywood said he only had a 
bookkeeper, secretary and Mr, Clark 

McCollough referred to a resume 
on his desk for a city clerk and 
asked, “Do we really need a city 
clerk and operations officer doing 
the same job?” He added, “That 
would be two supervisors on the 
job.” 

Haywood responded, “7 will have 
an operations officer for the next two 
years,” 

Council member Brad Wilson ad- 
dressed the commercial garbage fee 
survey which has been underway for 
several months, * 

He said there was a variety of 
rates among merchants using the 
same size containers and getting the 
same number of pick-ups. 

Wilson promised the committee 
would soon make a recommendation 
for standardizing the rates for the 
service rendered, He also promised 
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
